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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-1 8, 29, 71 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record do 
not teach or suggest the claimed ink delivery device for direct-write nanolithographic printing 
having dipping wells connected to microfluidic channels, the dipping wells have a geometry for 
dipping the tip or tip array into the dipping wells or match the arrangement of the tip array as 
recited in independent claims 1 and 29. As to claim 71 , prior art do not teach or suggest the 
claimed microfluidic device having a plurality of microchannels which are hydrophilicly surface 
treated, and at least one hydrophobic barrier layer on the surface between the microchannels .
